of a new round of Middle East 
talks to '*hich Israel, Jordan 
and I^gypt agreed in accepting a 
U.S. peace proposal. 


Tekoah told reporters he had 


informed Jarring of "the basic 
principles of Israel's position." 
He said he would meet him 
again later today and would 
return to Jerusalem for con- 
sultations this evening. 


"I don't think it would be 


useful to enter into details of our 
discussions," Tekoah added. 


"But as you know, the ob- 


jective of these discussions 
which we have commenced here 
with Ambassador Jarring is the 
establishment of a just and 
lasting peace between Israel 
and Egypt, Israel and Jordan.

with each other — about what to 
do with the Black Olive's dirty 
water. 
"Mr. Ochinero," the Mayor 
said, "you can't let that water 
dram 
on your neighobr's 


property, the city would be 
liable for the damages." 


City Attorney C. A. Strom- 


sness explained to Ochinero — 
and to the council members, 
who weren't exactly anxious to 
line themselves up against 
Ochinero's profit promising 
restaurant — that if the city 
allowed him to go ahead with an 
unacceptable drainage system, 
the city would most likely be 
held responsible for any damage 
that results. 


Ochinero, in turn, complained 


that the city streets are too high 
to make any other drainage 
system feasible, suggested the 
city simply lower their street. 


"After all, I'm ready to open 


Friday," he said. 


Councilman M. G. Emery — 


who doubles as head of the 
Corning area chamber of 
commerce — told the assem- 
blage that in his opinion there is 
no way to get rid of the water 
other than the way Ochinero 
planned, unless the city does 
lower the street — an idea he 
went on to seriously suggest 
since it would cost Ochinero too 
much money to raise the level of 
his property. 


After an hour of argument, 


Stromsness made a suggestion. 
He said that if Ochinero would 
sign a statement agreeding to 
assume full responsibilty for

damage 
his drainage

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia 


(AP) — South Vietnamese and 
Cambodian warplanes drove 
back attacking North Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong forces to 
the north and south of Phnom 
Penh today, military spokesmen 
reported.

North Vietnamese troops fired 
on a reconnaissance patrol of 
the 101st Airborne Division three 
miles northwest of the base, 
killing one American and 
wounding five. Two miles south 
of O'Reilly, seven enemy were 
killed in a clash with South 
Vietnamese 
forces.

A lot of staff time was wasted, 


he said, taking them on tours of 
"the hole" — the concrete pit in 
the river locks where counters 
watch the fish through pressure 


glass. 


Schoeneman said government 


fish watching goes back more 
than 40 years. Closed circuit 
television, he said, allows fish 
waxhers to view two locks at 
once, with a 50 per cent man- 
power savings. Another sa\ing 
will be videotape, he said. 
Sensors will start cameras when 
a fish comes in range, then turn 
it off to condense a day of 
watching into a single shift. 


Schoeneman said five federal 


agencies and two state of 
California offices receive his 
fish counts, as do a newspaper 
and radio stations, who list the 
count among their most popular 
features.

W ear Love Knots In Your Hair 


Without cutting or growing 
your hair an inch you can find a 
dozen or so ways to wear your 
hair in the September issue of 
GLAMOUR Magazine. All are 
based — Scouts honor — on 
authentic scouting knots, but are 
tied with sleek shining hair 
instead of the usual rope. 
Some are so simple even a cub 
scout could do them. Some may 
take a little help from a friend. 
All are meant to keep you from 
getting knotted up about what to 
do with your hair for fall. When 
you try tying them, be sure to 
dampen the hair you’re knotting 
so it won’t slip. Tying these little 


knots is almost as much fun as 
wearing them. 
A. For this look, put hair up in 
a chignon at the back of the 
head, leaving out two small 
strands on each side above ears. 
Tie one Overhand Knot (see 
diagram) in each strand, then 
tie strands together with an 
Overhand Knot and tuck the 
ends under the chignon with 
bobby pins. 
B. A Figure Eight Knot (see 
diagram) tied on one side of a 
center part is a fresh, pretty 
look. 
Pull out enough hair to 
make a nice plump knot, then 
clip end with a small barrette.

C. Center-part hair, pull one 
thick strand out in front and 
another in back. Then tie them 
in a tight Sheet Bend Knot, (see 
diagram). 
Fasten the knot to 
your hair with a small hairpin. 
Tie another knot on the other 
side of your head.

Three round shining 
Overhand Knots make this look. 
First, ccllier-part hair; 
then 
make another part from ear to 
ear. 
Catch each of the three 
sections 
with coated elastic 
bands. 
Then 
make 
one 
Overhand Knot (see diagram) 
for each section. Be sure your 
knots hide the elastic bands.

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O ur Route To The Seo 


It’s been a long and tedious task, and a lot of work remains for 
the years ahead, but Highway 36 from the Sierra to the Sea is well 
worth the effort. It’s already a practical scenic route, and with 
additional straightening and widening may surpass Highway 299 
out of Redding as a trans-mountain connecting link. 


. However it may compare with 299. Highway 36 is an important 
route for Red Bluff and Tehama County, gcing directly east from 
here as it does to Lassen National Park and Susanville and con­ 
necting with Reno, and west to the Redwood country and the coast. 
It fits the pattern of a recreation country crossroads that it is to the 
best interests of this county to promote and maintain. The Highway 
36 Association, of which Red Bluff’s Jim N. Froome Jr., has just 
been elected president, deserves appreciation, and it is to this 
county’s interest that it be given solid support. 


Actually, it will be a good thing for all of this part of the state 
and for the traveling public. Besides traversing areas of 
magnificent scenery, and thus adding to the attraction for 
motorists to tour this region, it will provide an alternate route for 
them, and will help relieve congestion on routes north and south. 


In addition to promoting improvement of the highway itself, it 
is important that its scenic attractions be maintained. That is 
something for the county supervisors and planning commission to 
watch — and for Red Bluff city officials, too. 


W ork Goes O n At Capitol 


The end of the 1970 legislative session doesn’t mean the end of 
legislative activity for the year, Assembly Speaker Bob Monagan 
points out. “Far from it,” he declares in a report to his con- 
stitutents. “The various legislative committees and their staffs will 
be conducting interim hearings.” That underscores the fact that 
state lawmaking these days is a full-time task. Monahan ex 
plained: 


“Purpose of the hearings is to study a number of complex 
problems and determine what course of legislative action will be 
taken next year. At this time, a number of problem areas have been 
assigned to Assembly committees. The schedule will be announced 
as work is completed on this year’s session. One of the major 
studies to be made concerns the phenomenal increase in health 
care costs and the state’s Medi-Cal program. During the last five 
years, physician fees have increased at an alarming rate. Hospital 
costs have jumped at the rate of about 16 per cent a year. In 1965, 
the cost for a day in a California hospital was around $50. Now it 
costs nearly $90 a day for hospital care.” 


Monahan pointed to education, agriculture, and environment 
studies as subji^ts of other committee hearings. “Actually, the 
most constructive work is done during so-called interim periods," 
ne declared.

WASHINGTON — Responding 
to pressure from Arch Moore, 
the hot-tempered 
Republican 
governor of West Virginia, 
United P ress 
International 
reassigned its veteran state 
capitol reporter to another job 
When the reporter. Fanny 
Seiler, resigned in protest, UPI 
hired a member of Moore’s own 
public relations staff to cover 
the capitol. 
This astonishing sequence 
came after Miss Seiler, a wily 
and hard-digging reporter, had 
written a number of penetrating 
stories which the thin-skinned 
Moore didn’t like. 
One of her stories blew the lid 
on a state tax purchasing 
scandal. Another disclosed that 
the governor, in a matter of 
months, had squandered $6,000 
in badly needed public funds on 
flowers. 
She also infuriated Moore by 
reporting that he had sent the 
official 
state 
airplane 
to 
Washington to bring his teen-age 
son back to Charleston for a 
party at the governor’s man­ 
sion. 
The governor tried a variety 
of ways to force her to report the 
news the way he wanted. On one 
occasion, she was refused ac­ 
cess to a briefing in his office 
which was attended by other 
reporters. 
Another time, she was sum­ 
moned before the governor’s 
press secretary, Norm Yost, for 
a tongue-lashing. She found the 
governor and his administration 
increasingly uncooperative. 
Several times, the governor’s 
complaints were taken to the 
chief of the Charleston bureau 
and even to UPI’s division 
headquarters at Pittrburgh. 
Still, she refused to be in­ 
timidated. UPI stood by her 
until a new bureau chief, Bob 
Welling, took over in Charleston 
in May. 
Late the following month, 
Welling met privately with the 
Governor at the capitol while 
Miss Seiler was out of town. 
Moore complained that Miss 
Seiler had been unfair and 
inaccurate. 
Several weeks later, Welling 
removed Miss Seiler indefinitely 
from the statehouse beat she 
had covered for five years. She 
rem em bered Welling telling 
her, “I’m tired of having them 
(the Moore adm inistration) 
going to Pittsburgh with their 
complaints." 
“The only reason he men­ 
tioned for my being taken off the 
beat was that I was not getting 
along with the governor,” she 
told this column. 
Indignant, 
Miss 
Seiler 
resigned. Welling then hired 
John Scott, a public relations 
man for Moore’s highway safety 
program to cover the capitol. 
In a telephone interview with 
my associate, Brit Hume, 
Welling gave this explanation of 
his actions: 
“The governor and I did have 
a meeting to discuss things. It 
was a mutual exchange of 
concerns. Several of Fanny’s 


stories that he thought were 
unfairly 
handled 
were 
discussed. . . 
“Apparently she had become 
known as anti-Arch and anti­ 
adm inistration and we had 
problems in getting tnrough to 
people in the administration. I 
felt that UPI was the loser, that 
she was doing a disservice to the 
company and to our clients.” 
Welling stressed that he also 
was unhappy with the quality of 
Miss Seiler’s writing and that he 
felt she had been allowed to have 
the choice statehouse beat to 
herself for too long. 
Aoxed why he hired a man 
from Moore’s staff, Welling said 
Scott was the only newsman 
with state capitol experience 
available. “ I know he’s a 
Republican and I assume he’s 
close 
to 
A rch,” 
Welling 
acknowledged. 
Footnote: Miss Seiler, who 
was the senior member of the 
UPI’s West Virginia staff with 
nine year’s experience, 
had 
previously been offered the job 
of bureau chief. She had no 
trouble getting another position. 
The Charleston Gazette hired 
her immediately.

CAT HAZARD % 
The nation’s top experts on cat 
diseases will meet behind closed 
doors at Cornell University next 
month to investigate the grim 
possibility that the popular “dry 
rations” for cats may actually 
endanger the pets’ lives. 
The rations are produced by 
Ralston Purina, the giant of the 
industry, 
and 
other 
old, 
respectable firms and offer a 
welcome change from can 
openers and the stale half-can of 
cat food in the refrigerator. 
But veterinarians, including 
some clinical researchers, are 
worried about the increase in a 
bladder disease called feline 
cystitis and some vets have tied 
it to the dry cat foods. 
Dr. Max Decker, director of 
scientific activities for the 
American Veterinaiy Medical 
Assn., told this column from 
Chicago that “dry rations and 
cystitis” will be discussed 
during the meeting in Ithaca. He 
insisted that the ckaed door 
policy has nothing to do with 
whether the discussions will 
hurt the big cat food makers. 
Rather “it’s to get a relatively 
free exchange going.” 


“The clinical veterinarians 
will say there is a distinct as­ 
sociation between the dry cat 
foods and the disease. But some 
researchers feel it is caused by a 
virus 
(like 
a 
cold, 
or 
pneumonia) 
and 
thus 
is 
unrelated to dry foods.” 
Ralston Purina’s chief animal 
nutritionist, Jam es Corbin, 
supervises the firm’s 550-cat test 
center outside St. Louis. Corbin 
contends preliminary results of 
his studies show that cats on dry 
rations and on canned food 
suffer an equal number of cases 
of cystitis. 
“We say if a cat has cystitis on 
dry rations, try canned. If he has 
it on canned, try dry.”

Dear Norman: 
We have been friends a long 
time now, you and I, almost 
from the time you took over as 
editor of Saturday Review; and 
from opposite poles, liberal and 
conservative, we have shattered 
some goodly lances. 
Let me 
saddle up and take aim on the 
speech you made last week here 
in Washington. 
This was out at American 
U niversity, 
where 
the 
Association for Education in 
Journalism was meeting, and 
you spoke to that audience 
primarily of your magazine and 
why it has prospered. 
One of 
your main points was 
that 
Saturday Review has a basic 
editorial philosophy — a picture 
of “ the world as it ought to be” 
— and you went on to outline a 
few of your convictions. 
“The first duty of govern­ 
ment,” you said, “ is to protect 
the lives and the Drooertv of its 
people. 
But government no 
longer is able to do those things 
that governments historicially 
were created to do. No govern­ 
ment anywhere can protect its 
people from war. 
National 
sovereignty no longer is func­ 
tional; it has become impossible 
to carry on the business of teh 
human race through 150 to 200 
national governments.” 
Thus, you said, 
“ new in­ 
stitutions” must be devised, 
capable of protecting the lives 
and property of all people and 
creating for them a congenial 
life. 
And this is urgent; 
the 
pace of change is accelerating 
so swiftly that unless great 
decisions are made by the turn 
of the century, especially in 
control of the pollutants that 
contaminate our planet, man’s 
destiny may 3lide toa point of no 
return. 
I found myself reflecting, as I 
drove across Washington, back 
to the office, that most con­ 
servatives would applaud your 
vision and accept your premises 
and still disagree with 
the 
conclusions you reach. One of 
the great differences between 
liberal and conservative, I 
suspect, is that you tend to start 
with men and nations as they 
ought 
to be — 
generous, 
peaceful, tolerant, and wise. We 
tend to start with men and 
nations as they are, which is not 
that way at all. 
As a consequence, when you 
call for “ new institutions,” we 
cannot make the ski-jump leap 
that comes so easily to you. It is 
a great and valuable exercise to 


serve as architect of a world as 
it ought to be, filled with stately 
temples, but some of us ask: 
How do you work the plumbing? 
These are practical questions: 
How do you demolish the 
existing 
structures 
of 
sovereignty? 
The answer, in my own view, 
is that you don’t. Norman, you 
are like the Man from La 
Mancha; you dream the im­ 
possible dream. Oh, it is all very 
well to say, abstractly and 
metaphysically, that ours is one 
world, populated by a single air- 
breathing species, 
the 
land- 
based mammal, Homo sapiens. 
Right. But the commonalty that 
unites mankind, for good or ill, 
is much less than the differences 
that divide us. 
The tribal in­ 
stinct is fixed in the genes; and 
there is no such thing as “ one 
tribe.” 
Can you imagine — seriously 
imagine — the Soviet Union, 
Red China, and the United 
States of America entering into 
some “ new institution” 
that 
demanded the abandonment Jf 
sovereignty? 
The men and 
women who must make such 
urgent decisions — the decisions 
of the next thirty yrears, 
— 
already are born. 
Can you 
believe they will be impelled, by 
fear or by nobility, to reverse 
the human currents of 
ten 
thousand years? 
For my own 
part, I cannot imagine or believe 
such things. 
Two prospects occur. 
The 
first is that over the next 50 to 
100 vears. man will render 
himself extinct here on earth, by 
famine, by nuclear war, or by 
such gross pollution of 
the 
ecosystem that the species 
cannot survive. This would be 
regrettable, but our planet is a 
mustard seed in the universe 
and God surely has planted His 
interesting species somewhere 
else. 
The second prospect, which 
seems to me more likely, is that 
men and nations will modify old 
institutions just enough to 
muddle along. 
Wars will con­ 
tinue, but not to Doomsday. 
Hunger, poverty and sickness 
will continue, but not in un­ 
bearable proportions. Pollution 
will continue, but not fatally. 
Fifty years hence, they still will 
be hurling bricks in Belfast, for 
this is how men are, and will be. 
You and I won’t be around, in 
any event, but perhaps we can 
break another lance somewhere 
else.

A major new confrontation 
over environmental issues is 
developing, this time with the 
environmentalists 
challenging 
the nuclear power industry and 
the Atomic Energy Commission. 
As business and government 
men from the nuclear power 
field met at the United Nations 
during August to consider en­ 
vironmental 
problems, 
the 
e n v i r o n me n t a l i s t s 
we r e 
preparing a test case. 
The issues, which could affect 
nuclear power plants throughout 
the nation, will be tested over a 
plan by a utility to build a 
nuclear power plant far out on 
Long Island *n New York. 
The environm entalists are 
forming a parade of some 40 
scientists — from around the 
nation, including a Nobel Prize 
winner, to teatify at a Sept. 21 
public hearing on the proposed 
power station. 
The witnesses are preparing 
to question whether there are 
adequate safeguards against the 


dangers 
posed 
by 
the 
radioactivity and heated water 
the plant will discharge. 
And they are expected to seek 
a postponement of any work on 
the plant until a comprehensive 
study of power plans and needs 
is made on a regional basis, not 
just Long Island. 
As the environmentalists 
prepared their case, there 
already was evidence at the 
United 
Nations 
meetings, 
sponsored by the AEC and the 
International Atomic 
Energy 
Agency, that a lot of the magic 
has rubbed off the genie of 
nuclear power. 
Many of the speakers at the U. 
N. meeting admitted the need 
for more public participation, 
and from the President’s Office 
of Science and Technology came 
recommendations for legislation 
requiring the industry to get 
approval for its plans, well 
ahead of the time construction 
should begin, both from the 
public and from an array of 
governmental agencies con­ 
cerned with the environment.

Their surgical techniques will 
be at a high peak, their medi­ 
cal and diagnostic acumen will 
be sharp, and many will enter 
the private practice of medi­ 
cine with a rightful sense of 
competence. 
However, 
u n l e s s 
these 
young men are trained to be 
kind, 
gentle, 
understanding 
doctors, with a humanitarian 
horlson, ws, thslr teachers, 
will have indeed failed. 
It is sometimes difficult for 
these young physicians to rec­ 


ognize that the practice of 
medicine within the confines 
of a hospital is totally and 
absolutely different from the 
practice of medicine in their 
new communities. 
Far too often, the hospital - 
treated patient is a number 
on whom a vast collection of 
scientific data is being accu­ 
mulated. 
When 
the 
doctor 
leaves for the evening or for 
a week-end, he "turns over" 
his obligations to that num­ 
bered patient to another doc­ 
tor. 
It must be emphasized here 
that the e\cellent medical con­ 
trol continues. That which too 
often is lost is the recognition 
that the patient's greatest re­ 
quirements are understanding 
of his anxieties and relief from 
the fears that beset him. 
In the private practice of 
medicine, this impersonal at­ 
titude will not be tolerated by 
the patient constituency that 
he is trying to build up. All 
the brilliant surgical and med­ 
ical training is frequently less 
important that the availability 
and kindnesses of the doctor 
in times of emotional as well 
as physical need.

The end of the 1970 legislative session doesn't mean the end of 


legislative activity for the year, Assembly Speaker Bob Monagan 
points out. "Far from it," he declares in a report to his con- 
stitutents. "The various legislative committees and their staffs will 
be conducting interim hearings." That underscores the fact that 
state lawmaking these days is a full-time task. Monahan ex- 
plained: 


"Purpose of the hearings is to study a number of complex 


problems and determine what course of legislative action will be 
taken next year. At this time, a number of problem areas have been 
assigned to Assembly committees. The schedule will be announced 
as work is completed on this year's session. One of the major 
studies to be made concerns the phenomenal increase in health 
care costs and the state's Medi-Cal program. During the last five 
years, physician fees have increased at an alarming rate. Hospital 
costs have jumped at the rate of about 16 per cent a year. In 1965, 
the cost for a day in a California hospital was around $50. Now it 
costs nearly $90 a day for hospital care." 


Monahan pointed to education, agriculture, and environment 


studies as subjects of other committee hearings. "Actually, the 
mosc constructive work is dene during bo-called interim periods," 
he declared.

governor of West Virginia, 
United Press 
International 


reassigned 
its veteran state 


capitol reporter to another job 


When the reporter, Fanny 


Seller, resigned in protest, UPI 
hired a member of Moore's own 
public relations staff to cover 
the capitol 


This astonishing sequence 


came after Miss Seder, a wily 
and hard-digging reporter, had 
written a number of penetrating 
stories which the thin-skinned 
Moore didn't like 


One of her stories blew the lid 


on a state tax purchasing 
scandal Another disclosed that 
the governor, in a matter of 
months, had squandered $6,000 
in badly needed public funds on 
flowers 


She also infuriated Moore by 


reporting that he had sent the 
official 
state 
airplane 
to 


Washington to bring his teen-age 
son back to Charleston for a 
party at the governor's man- 
sion 


The governor tried a "anety 


of ways to force her to report the 
news the way he wanted. On one 
occasion, she was refused ac- 
cess to a briefing in his office 
which was attended by other 
reporters. 


Another time, she was sum- 


moned before the governor's 
press secretary, Norm Yost, for 
a tongue-lashing She found the 
governor and his administration 
increasingly uncooperative. 
Several times, the governor's 
complaints were taken to the 
chief of the Charleston bureau 
and even to UPI's division 
headquarters at Pittsburgh. 


Still, she refused to be in- 


timidated. UPI stood by her 
until a new bureau chief, Bob 
Welling, took over in Charleston 
in May. 
Late the following month, 


Welling met privately with the 
Governor at the capitol while 
Miss Seiler was out of town. 
Moore complained that Miss 
Seiler had been unfair and 
inaccurate. 


Several weeks later, Welling 


removed Miss Seiler indefinitely 
from the statehouse beat she 
had covered for five years. She 
remembered Welling telling 
her, "I'm tired of having them 
(the Moore administration) 
going to Pittsburgh with their 
complaints." 


"The only reason he men- 


tioned for my being taken off the 
beat was that I was not getting 
along with the governor," she 
told this column. 


Indignant, 
Miss 
Seller 


resigned. Welling then hired 
John Scott, a public relations 
man for Moore's highway safety 
program to cover the capitol 


In a telephone interview with 


my associate, Brit Hume, 
Welling gave this explanation of 
his actions' 


"The governor and I did have 


a meeting to discuss things. It 
was a mutual exchange of 
concerns. Several of Fanny's

CAT HAZARD 


The nation's top experts on cat 


diseases will meet behind closed 
doors at Cornell University next 
month to investigate the grim 
possibility that the popular "dry 
rations" for eats may actually 
endanger the pets' lives. 


The rations are produced by 


Ralston Purina, the giant of the 
industry, 
and 
other old, 


respectable firms and offer a 
welcome change from can 
openers and the stale half-can of 
cat food in the refrigerator. 


But veterinarians, including 


some clinical researchers, are 
worried about the increase in a 
bladder disease called feline 
cystitis and some vets have tied 
it to the dry cat foods. 


Dr. Max Decker, director of 


scientific activities for the 
American Veterinai y Medical 
Assn., told this column from 
Chicago that "dry rations and 
cystitis" will be discussed 
during the meeting in Ithaca. He 
insisted that the closed door 
policy has nothing to do with 
whether the discussions will 
hurt the big cat food makers 
Rather "it's to get a relatively 
free exchange going." 


"The clinical veterinarians 


will say there is a distinct as- 
sociation between the dry cat 
foods and the disease. But some 
researchers feel it is caused by a 
virus 
(like 
a 
cold, 
or 


pneumonia) 
and 
thus 
is 


unrelated to dry foods." 


Ralston Purma's chief animal 


nutritionist, James Corbin, 
supervises the firm's 550-cat test 
center outside St Louis. Corbin 
contends preliminary results of 
his studies show that cats on dry 
rations and on canned 
food 


suffer an equal number of cases 
of cystitis. 


"We say if a cat has cystitis on 


dry rations, try canned. If he has 
it on canned, try dry."

Dear Norman. 


We have been friends a long 


time now, you and I, almost 
from the time you took over as 
editor of Saturday Review; and 
from opposite poles, liberal and 
conservative, we have shattered 
some goodly lances. 
Let me 


saddle up and take aim on the 
speech you made last week here 
in Washington. 


This was out at American 


University, 
where 
the 


Association for Education in 
Journalism was meeting, and 
you spoke to that 
audience 


primarily of your magazine and 
why it has prospered. 
One of 


your main points was that 
Saturday Review has a basic 
editorial philosophy — a picture 
of "the world as it ought to be" 
— and you went on to outline a 
few of your convictions. 


"The first duty of govern- 


ment," you said, "is to protect 
the lives and the pronertv of its 
people 
But government no 


longer is able to do those things 
that governments historicially 
were created to do. No govern- 
ment anywhere can protect its 
people from war. National 
sovereignty no longer is> func- 
tional, it has become impossible 
to carry on the business of teh 
human race through 150 to 200 
national governments." 


Thus, you said, "new in- 


stitutions" 
must be devised, 


capable of protecting the lives 
and property of all people and 
creating for them a congenial 
life. And this is urgent; 
the 


pace of change is accelerating 
so swiftly that unless great 
decisions are made by the turn 
of the century, especially in 
control of the pollutants that 
contaminate our planet, man's 
destiny may slide to a point of no 
return. 


I found myself reflecting, as I 


drove across Washington, back 
to the office, that most con- 
servatives would applaud your 
vision and accept your premises 
and still disagree with the 
conclusions you reach 
One of 


the great differences between 
liberal and conservative, I 
suspect, is that you tend to start 
with men and nations as they 
ought 
to be 
— generous, 


peaceful, tolerant, and wise We 
tend to start with men and 
nations as they are, which is not 
that way at all. 


As a consequence, when you 


call for "new institutions," we 
cannot make the ski-jump leap 
that conies so easily to you It is 
a great and valuable exercise to 


serve as architect of a world as 
it ought to be. filled with stately 
temples, but some of us ask- 
How do you work the plumbing? 
These are practical questions: 
How do you demolish 
the 


existing 
structures 
of 


sovereignty7 


The answer, in my own view, 


is that you don't. Norman, you 
are like the Man from La 
Mancha; you dream the im- 
possible dream. Oh, it is all very 
well to say, abstractly 
and 


metaphysically, that ours is one 
world, populated by a single air- 
breathing species, the land- 
based mammal, Homo sapiens. 
Right But the commonalty that 
unites mankind, for good or ill, 
is much less than the differences 
that divide us. The tribal in- 
stinct is fixed in the genes; and 
there is no such thing as "one 
tribe." 


Can you imagine — seriously 


imagine — the Soviet Union, 
Red China, and the United 
States of America entering into 
some "new institution" that 
demanded the abandonment jf 
sovereignty? 
The men and 


women who must make such 
urgent decisions — the decisions 
of the next thirty yrears, — 
already are born. 
Can you 


believe they will be impelled, by 
fear or by nobility, to reverse 
the human currents of ten 
thousand vears? 
For my own 


part, I cannot imagine or believe 
such things. 


Two prospects occur. 
The 


first is that over the next 50 to 
100 vears. man will render 
himself extinct here on earth, by 
famine, by nuclear war, or by 
such gross pollution of the 
ecosystem that the species 
cannot survive. This would be 
regrettable, but our planet is a 
mustard seed in the universe 
and God surely has planted His 
interesting species somewhere 
else. 
The second prospect, which 


seems to me more likely, is that 
men and nations will modify old 
institutions just enough to 
muddle along. Wars will con- 
tinue, but not to Doomsday. 
Hunger, poverty and sickness 
will continue, but not in un- 
bearable proportions, pollution 
will continue, but not fatally. 
Fifty years hence, they still will 
be hurling bricks in Belfast, for 
this is how men are, and will be 
You and I won't be around, in 
any event, but perhaps we can 
break another lance somewhere 
else.

The environmentalists are 


forming a parade of some 40 
scientists — from around the 
nation, including a Nobel Prize 
winner, to testify at a Sepl. 21 
public hearing on the proposed 
power station. 
The witnesses are preparing 


to question whether there are 


dangers 
posed 
by 
the 


radioactivity and heated water 
the plant will discharge. 


And they are expected to seek 


a postponement of any work on 
the plant until a comprehensive 
study of power plans and needs 
is made on a regional basis, not 
just Long Island. 


As the environmentalists

Far too often, the hospital- 


treated patient is a number 
on whom a vast collection of 
scientific data is being accu- 
mulated.

a week-end, he "turns over" 
his obligations to that num- 
bered patient to another doc- 
tor. 


It must be emphasized here

medicine, this impersonal at- 
titude will not be tolerated by 
the pat;cnt constituency that 
he is trying to build up.
